MIAMI (UPI)—About 1,500 ex­ 
iled Cuban doctors have volun­ 
teered to return to their Com­ 
munist homeland and help their 
countrymen recover from t h e 
ravages of killer hurricane Flora. 
The offer was made by the 
1,500-member Cuban Exile Medi­ 
cal Association yesterday after 
Cuban broadcasts said there was 
a critical need for medical aid in 
the storm-torn provinces of Ca- 
maguey and Orients. 


Dr. Enrique Huertas, president 
of the association, said the doc­ 
tors would return under the pro­ 
tection of the United Nations and 
the International Red Cross.

Coldwater Says State Ripe

HERSHEY, Pa. (UPI) — The 
man who could be the Republi­ 
can presidential nominee has pre­ 
dicted Pennsylvania is ripe for a 
Republican triumph in 1964. 


U.S. Sen. Barry Coldwater of 
Arizona told a news conference 
here yesterday “there could very 
well be a Republican victory in 
Pennsylvania next year.” 


Coldwater based his forecast 
largely on the landslide win of 


November. He said Scranton re­ 
versed a long Democratic swing 
which began in the 1940’s with 
local, legislative and congression­ 
al victories and was climaxed by 
President Kennedy’s 116,000 vote 
majority in the Keystone State in 
1960. 


Uphill Battle 


However, the Arizona lawmaker 
facing newsmen before speaking 
to a $100-a-plate fund raising din 
Gov.

faced an uphill battle in big cities 
such as Philadelphia which hand­ 
ed Kennedy a 331,000 plurality 
three years ago. 


He said a GOP candidate would 
find it “almost impossible” 
to 
pare the big majorities unless he 
lures the votes of those “not con­ 
trolled by the city organizations. 


Coldwater said he did not think 
Scranton would seek the presi­ 
dency 
because 
the 
governor’s 
“first love” is Pennsylvania and 
his attempts to solve its problems. 
He credited himself with helping 
talk Scranton into trying for the 
governorship. 


AF Reserve Commander 


The senator commands an air 
force reserve squadron in which 
Scranton is a major.

Dedication Tomorrow

is an old hand at helping the 
needy. Its work goes back to 1938 
when it was established in Doyles­ 
town.

To Help People 


The county board of assistance, 
a division of the state department 
ol public welfare, provides fin­ 
ancial help, medical care, and 
other rehabilitative services to 
needy families and individuals. 
Its object is to help people till 
they can help themselves. 


“We provide them with the 
best,” Mrs. Rodriguez said, “but 
we get them on their feet.” 


Those whom the board helps 
fall into six categories: persons 
over 65, the blind, children, par­ 
ents of those children, perman­ 
ently and totally disabled persons, 
and borderline unemployable < un­ 
skilled; seasonal workers, etc.) 


Biggest Chunk 


The biggest chunk of the aid 
goes to children. 


The Bucks board may have an 
easier time of it than the other 
county boards, for Bucks County 
has the lowest dependency ratio 


in the state: only 0.6 per cent 
of the 
population. 
This is ex­ 
plained, perhaps, by Bucks being 
the 
highest 
income 
county 
in 
Pennsylvania. 


"This 
ratio 
doesn't 
fluctuate 
much,” 
Mrs. 
Rodriguez s a i d . 
“It’s been about the same since 
I came with the board in 1956. 
The number of persons on assist­ 
ance increases with the popula­ 
tion, but the ratio remains con­ 
stant.” 


25 Pct. Turnover 


In August, 1.898 persons were 
getting assistance. Each month 
there’s a 25 to 30 per cent turn­ 
over as old cases are dropped and 
new ones opened. Fifty-one cases 
were closed out in August, while 
67 new ones were opened. 


“People think, because the num­ 
ber on assistance remains pretty- 
constant, that once a person gets 
on public 
assistance 
he 
stays 
there. That’s not true, as you can 
see by the turnover,” Mrs. Rod­ 
riguez said. 


A breakdown of the August fig­ 
ures shows old age assistance, 
294; blind, 170; children, 958; par­ 
ents, 327; disabled, 45, and gen­ 
eral assistance, 104. 


Anyone who has been a state 
resident for over a year can get 
assistance provided he meets the 
federal and state requirements. 


One requirement is that a per­ 
son’s income must not exceed the 
amount of money provided by the 
board. If he has an income, the 
board will pay him the differ­ 
ence between what he makes and 
the board’s maximum allowance. 


Monthly benefits for a family 
of four — two parents and chil­ 
dren under five — are made as 
follows: 


For shelter, $35.80; 
fuel and 
utilities, $17.60; food, clothing and 
incidentals, $29 for each adult, 
and $19 per child. The money 
continues, Mrs. Rodriguez said, 
as long as the need exists.

The slightly criti­ 
cal rem ark was widely quoted at 
the time. 


Furey started out as “burgess” 
of Yardley in 1955, shortly before 
the flood. Since then, the title 
was changed by legislative act to 
"m ayor.” 


Furey served as mayor or bur­ 
gess for eight years. He former­ 
ly served on Yardley Council for

Large Heroin 


Cache Seized 


LAREDO, Tex. (UPI) - A 66- 
pound cache of pure heroin, worth 
$33 million on underworld m ar­ 
ket and second largest seizure in 
United States history, today was 
held by customs agents who a r­ 
rested a suave Canadian couple. 
Preliminary hearings in federal 
court were scheduled tonight for 
Joseph Michel Caron, 33-year-old 
Montreal gambler, and his attrac­ 
tive 30-year-old wife, Marie Ida. 
They were held in absence of 
$250,000 bonds. 
The heroin, which would make 
450 pounds of narcotics when cut 
with milk sugar, was found by 
border guards during a routine 
check. It was the largest seizure 
ever at the United States-Mexico 
border and second largest e v e r 
found coming into this country, 
officials said. 
“ It is pure heroin,” a customs 
spokesman said. “ I am certain it 
is a syndicate operation.” 
Customs officials said the nar­ 
cotics apparently was moved to 
Mexico from Europe. The Carons 
crossed into Mexico Oct. 2 and 
went to Mexico City. They were 
driving back when the discovery 
was made.

Time Off For 


Columbus Day 


Columbus Day will not be con­ 
sidered a holiday for Pennsyl­ 
vania Turnpike employes who are 
normally off tomorrow, the turn­ 
pike commission announced to­ 
day. 


However, a spokesman for the 
commission said that employes 
who work tomorrow will be given 
compensating time off at a future 
date. 


The spokesman said that while 
employes in past years have been 
given 13 holidays off a year, there 
is nothing in the state law which 
requires the commission — or 
any other state agency — to do so. 


In previous years, the commis­ 
sion said, if a holiday came out 
on a Thursday, the commission 
would also give the employe F ri-; 
day off, to complete a long week­ 
end. 


The spokesman said, however, 
that this was changed after Gov. 
Scranton took office. He said the 
present 
administration 
did 
not 
give the extra day off this year 
when Memorial Day and July 4th 
came out on Thursday. 


He said that Governor Scranton 
has not declared Columbus Day 
a legal holiday for the state and 
that therefore no compensating 
time off will be given employes 
who are normally off tomorrow. 


He added, that while the state 
does not require that employes 
working tomorrow to be given 
compensatory time, the turnpike 
commission is doing so on its own.

Monday. The unions are free to 
call a strike after that to enforce 
contract demands unless a strike 
is called, the contracts will be 
extended automatically. The con­ 
tract of the fourth union, the In­ 
ternational Brotherhood of Elec­ 
trical 
Workers 
(IBEW) 
runs 
through Oct. 31. 
All four unions represent 67,000 
workers at Westinghouse plants 
across the country.
